“AMERICAN PACT. 


PERSIA 


Given To UN 


23—The United States, acting 


under its “‘open diplomatic Policy,” has reported to the 


United Nations the’ details 


of a pact signed with Persia 


at Teheran in October, under which a . United States 


military ‘mission will assist 
of the Persian Army.” 


’ The pact includes o clause which 
prevents military experts .of:.other. 
powers from dealing ‘with Persian 
Army affairs without tho consent of 
the United States. 

The agreement {s effective from 
October 6, 1947, to March 20, 1049. 

The Persian Government has the 
right-to extend the agreement ff it 
wishes and it can be-terminated by. 
either government at any time on a 
written: notice that tho government 
considers’ it niecessary’ due to do- 
mestic disturbances or foreign 
hostilities. + ; 
_The duties of the Unitéd States 
‘mission will be to advise and assist 
‘the Persian~ Ministry — of --War~and- 
the subordinate sections of the 
Persian General Staff on organtsa- 
tion, administrative principles and 
training methods. - 

Advice on tactical and strategical 
plans or operations against a for- 
elgn enemy sre excluded from ithe 
misslon’s taska. 

TAX-FREE SALARIES 
The pact also provides that mis- 
ston membars will be paid by Persia 
in American currency ond’ not be 
taxed by Persia. The Persian Gov- 
ernment will also pay part of the 
living expenses of the misslon and 
one-third ‘of its transport: casts. 

In conclusion, the agreement, 
which was signed by Mr George V. 
Allen, the American Ambassador to 
Persia, and the Persian Minister of 
War, stated: “So long as this agree~ 
ment or any. extensfon thereof: is in 
effect, the Perslan Government shall 
not engage the services of any per- 
sonnel of any other forcign govern- 
ment for duties of any nature con- 
nected with the Perslan Army, ex- 
cept by agreement between the two 
governments.” :

‘Tha measures taken'by’ the vic- 
torious powers, the Committee 
stated, give no grounds to hope that 
the prisoners will regain their free- 
dom bofore January 1, 1049, 


“The capture of prisoners of war!" 


has only a single alm—to prevent 
enemy combatants «from taking up 
arms once more,” a communique 
issued by the International .Com- 
mittee said. ‘ 

“Captivity, today", the communti- 
que added, “ “is apparently main- 
tained on account of the scarcity 
of Inbour in the detaining countrics, 

“It therefore becomes a compul- 
sory labour service for ex-service-, 
men,-who-are- the-nationals of. coun~ 
tries compelled to furnish war re-
